Bronx educator 
who paid a $50,900 hoax ransom to 
the leader of one gang. 


CONDON TELLS STORY 


Police machinery of the state of 


New Jersey and the nation today 
converged on five men and a wo- 
wan "wanted-for the kidnaping and 
murder of Charles Augustus Lind- 
bergh, Jr., aged 21 months," on the 
basis of a dramatic recital by Dr. 
Condon. 
"•', At.,one time in his ransom over- 
tares, the aged university .lecturer, 
famous now as the "Jafsie" In the 
negotiations, was taken aboard a 
boat,on which he believed the kid- 
naped infant to be.

reputed kidnapers. 


GERMAN ACCENT 


One man talked with a German 


accent, another with an Italian 
pronunciation, while a third seemed 
to be Spanish, Condon declared. 
The leader was German, about 35, 
5 feet 8 Inches tall, muscular and 
blond. 
"He had hawklike features, bulg- 
ing forehead, a pointed chin and 
» cruel mouth," according to Con- 
don'3 description. His name was 
John." 
This John Condon related was the 
man to whom he later paid the 
ransom in a New Yo^k cemetery. 
John explained the baby was re- 
moved from the ship the day pre- 
vious, but that he would send 
"Jafsie" the infant's sleeping suit, 
which he did- John also said there 
-were one. or perhaps two, women 
among the band. 
From the story unfolded by Con- 


don-and Morris Rosner. former 
government investigator who also 
acted as a Lindbergh emissary, 
police today constructed a theory 
of the crime, the highlights of 
which are these: 
The kidnaping was planned to 


extort money from Lindbergh. The 
chiWs death, if not perhaps acci- 
dental, was decreed when it be- 
came too "hot" for the criminals to

Cold-blooded Murder*, Loot- 


ing, Incendiarism, Follow 


Sunday Argument. 


BOMBAY. May 16— Cold-blooded 
daylight murders, widespread in- 
cendiarism looting and the wanton 
destruction of property today fea- 
tured the third day of Moslem- 
Hindu warfare. The fighting was 
entirely beyond control of police 
and government troops and gave 
no indication of an early end. 


Deaths had mounted to 44 and 


the number of injured was well 
above 500 toward the middle of the 
day. while government troops were 
rushed to the city from all avail- 
able posts. 


BUSINESS HALTED 


The city was paralizcd, with 


streets deserted except for police 
aatrols or sudden appearances of 
Hindus or Moslems conducting a 
Guerilla war.

ASSASSINATION OF 
PREMIER IS HAILED 
ACT OF PATRIOTISM 


Japanese Plan Cabinet to Fol- 


low Demands of Killers 


After Terror Reigns. 


TOKYO, Ivlay 10.—Shocked by a 


brief reign of militaristic terrorism 
which culminated in the brutal as- 
sassination of aged Premier Ki In- 
ukai, Janan today struggled to re- 
store a semblance of political bir- 
der "by organizing a new govern- 
ment in; .which eonsessionjr to> the 
assassins may'Tie made. ; 


The 77-year-old 
'premier was 


fatally shot "by a group of -young' 
army and navy officers, thought to 
have possible Fascist connections, 
whose associates simultaneously 
were bombing- public buildings and 
the homes of high government of- 
ficials throughout the city. 


GIVE SELVES UP 


A few hours after the slaying 


IS of the jjoup, including 13 army 
and five naval officers, gave them- 
selves up to police. 


They were members of a nation- 


wide organization, comprised oi 
captains, lieutenants, and a few 
colonels of the army, along with 
some young naval 
officers, 
who 


protested the government's Man- 
churian and Shanghai policies as 
weak-kneed. 


Fanatical Nationalists, they had 


cut off 
the tips of their little 


fingers and signed a blood pact to 
carry out their aims.
